table meat substitute \vhen it is prop- 
erly made. 
As a meat and muscle 


builder it is fully equal in the human 
diet to meat, pound for pound. Then 
there lull be about three quarts of 
buttermilk and whey which can be 
used for bread making. 


The feeding of a dairy cow should

be one pound to each three and one- 


, half or four pounds of milk. An even 


' better rule is one pound of grain each 


day for every pound of butterfat pro- 


1 duced by the cow during the week. 


3. Feed all the cow will respond to 


the common grasses, straws of the va- 
rious cereals, and cottonseed hulls 
may all be classed as low in protein 
content, while legume hays, such as 
alfalfa, 
the 
clovers, 
cowpeas,

beans, and oat and pea, are classed 
as roughage high in protein. 


Compounding a Grain Mixture. 


A few simple rules for making up a 


grain mixture are given briefly below: 


1. Make up the mixture to fit the 


roughage available. 
With roughage 


entirely of the low-protein class the 
grain should contain approximately 
from 18 to 22 per cent of protein, while 
with exclusively high-protein roughage 
the grain ration need contain only 
about 13 to 1C per cent. 


2. Select grains that furnish the 


various constituents, especially pro- 
tein, at the least cost, using home- 
grown giains if possible. 


3. I?e sure that the mixture is light 


and bulky.

with a dry, well-lighted Mall, wlucii 
should be cleaned daily. E\ery two 
or three weeks it is a good practice 
to scatter slaked lime about the floor 
of the stall, which will aid in keeping 
the place dry and prevent the growth 
of harmful germs. 
The stall should 


be kept well bedded with straw, saw- 
dust or other such material that will 
absorb the moisture and make the cow 
comfortable. The cow's comfort should 
always be kept foremost in the mind 
of the owner, as it is an aid to in- 
creased milk yields.

It was for the purpose of in- 
vestigating such parasitic organisms 
with the view of developing methods 
of prevention, control and treatment 
that the zoological division of the bu- 
reau of animal industry was estab- 
lished.

DIPPING IS NOT EFFECTIVE 


Animals in Infected Territory Should 


Be Examined at Frequent Inter. 


vals and Treatment Applied 


as Often as Needed. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Ear ticks, blood-sucking parasites, 


which infect the ears of cattle, horses, 
sheep, dogs and other animals and 
cause heavy losses among live stock in 
the semiarid sections of the south- 
western states, cannot be eradicated 


j by dipping, but rnay be controlled and 


losses may be prevented by injecting 
into the ears of infested animals a 
mixture of pine tar and cottonseed 
oil. 


Dipping Not Effective. 


Unlike the cattle fe\er lick, which 


attaches itself to the outside portions 
of cattle, the ear tick cannot be eradi- 
cated or controlled by the ordinary 
methods of dipping. The remedy thor- 
oughly tested by the bureau of animal 
industry in field investigations con- 
sists of two parts by volume of or- 
dinary commercial pine tar and one 
part by volume of cottonseed oil. This 
mixture is injected directly into the 
ears by means of a metal or hard rub- 
ber syringe. 


In mixing the Ingredients the cotton- 


seed oil should be added to the pine 
tar and stirred until a uniformly 
smooth mixture is obtained. In cold 
weather the pine tar and cottonseed 
oil should be warmed so they will mix 
readily and flow freely, but they 
should not be heated more than is nec- 
essary. 


This preparation -nhen properly ap- 


plied kills the ticks but does not injure 
the animals. Cottonseed oil is a fairly 
good solvent for ear wax, and the mix- 
ture penetrates ordinary loose masses 
of ear wax and ticks, but it will not 
penetrate the hard masses, to break 
up which the use of an ear probe made 
of baling wire is suggested. The prep- 
aration recommended not only kills 
all ear ticks with which it comes in 
contact, but being of a sticky consis- 
tency it remains in the ears and pro- 
tects the animals against 
reinfesta- 


tion for about SO dajs. 


Frequency of Treatment. 


Animals in the infested area, the 


bulletin says, should be examined at

caused by ear ticks. Herds grazing 
on infested ranges should be treated 
late in the fall or early in the \rintcr 
to prevent winter and spring losses to 
poorly nourished range cattle. 
All 


animals in an infested herd should be 
treated whether or not tliey show in- 
festation. 


When animals are grossly infested 


and the ear canals are packed full of 
ticks the parasites are easily visible, 
but when the infestation is light or 
moderate the ticks may be overlooked. 
The parasites usually attach them- 
selves in the deep folds of the ear or 
crawl into the ear canal and follow it 
inward, sometimes as far as the ear 
drum. Animals badly infested usually 
shake their heads and repeatedly turn 
them from side to side, meanwhile in- 
verting first one ear and then the 
other. 
Restraining Animals for Treatment. 


Most animals oppose the insertion 


of anything into their ears. The farm- 
er who has only a few gentle farm ani- 
mals to treat may tie them to a post 
or restrain them by other well-known 
methods, but in treating herds of wild 
range cattle or horses special equip- 
ment, such as dehorning chutes, brand- 
ing chutes or other cattle chutes may 
be used. 


Ear ticks are especially prevalent in 


the semiarid sections of the south- 
western area of the United States. The 
Infested areas, however, extend as far 
north as 
Nevada and Oregon. 
The 


climate in parts of Texas, Oklahoma, 
New Mexico, Arizona and, California 
seems to favor their rapid multiplica- 
tion. The ticks remain attached to 
the ears of the animals for several 
months, and shipments of live stock 
from the infested area to various 
points In the United States cause the 
parasites to become widely disseminat- 
ed, but moisture is apparently detri- 
mental to their development in certain 
stages, and they do not seem to be 
able to flourish In any part of the 
United States except the* semiarid 
•actions of the West. 


Forest Fire Fighting.

Watching Weather Forecasts. 


(Prepared by the United Slates Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Cattlemen in the West and South- 


west may save thousands of dollars 
and many thousand pounds of meat 
during the winter season if they will 
watch weather forecasts. They should 
give attention not only to the regular 
forecasts but to the special daily 
forecasts issued by weather bureau 
stations in cities and towns of con- 
siderable size, during the winter in 
regard to minimum temperatures ex- 
pected to occur within a shipping 
radius of one day or two days of fhe 
station. In northwestern Texas last 
winter a number of herds of cattle, 
aggregating many thousand dollars in 
value, died from exposure to a de- 
structive cold wave which had been 
forecast by the weather bureau and 
warnings of which had been dissemi- 
nated through the threatened region.

Fire Destroys Camp Barracks.

World's Cleanest City. 


» 


It is stated that the cleanest town 


In the world is Brock, Holland. 
It 


has been famous for its cleanliness 
from time immemorial. 
The yards 


nnd streets are paved with polished 
stones Intermingled with bricks of 
different colors. 


Unless paired matings are made and 


a single female kept with each male, 
the trapnest is an essential to pedi- 
gree breeding of poultry, according to 
W. A. Lippincott, head of the depart- 
ment of poultry husbandry in the Kan- 
sas State Agricultural college. 


"This holds as true for the fancier 


as it does for the production breeder," 
said Professor Lippincott, 
"although 


the fancier may not find i necessary 
to continue its operation for so many 
months of the year. It is surprising 
to find how few, even of the so-called 
'big breeders' know the exact parent- 
age of every bird in their flocks. They 
know from which pen a given bird is, 
and what male headed that pen, bul 
they can only guess which of 12 to 13 
females produced a given outstanding 
bird. 


"Had such a state of affairs been 


allowed to exist in the breeding of the 
larger animals they would probably 
be far below their present high level 
of excellence. 
Only when complete 


and careful pedigree records are kept 
will the standard of poultry breeding 
be on a par with that of other pure- 
bred farm animals. The keeping oi 
such records can be done only with thq 
help of a trapnest during the breeding 
season. 


"For the fancier the use of the nest 


during the breeding only is sufficient 
For the production breeder it is neces- 
sary to trapnest through the season 
of usual low production—the winter 
months—in addition to the breeding 
season, in order to secure an indica- 
tion of each layer's productive powers. 
If, for purposes of advertising, the to- 
tal yearly record is desired, the trap- 
nest must be kept' in use the full 12 
months. 


"The trapnest is 
TJOW so commonly 


used that most persons understand 
that it is a simple mechanical device 
by which the hf n shuts and locks her- 
self in when =,he goes upon the nest. 
When she is released the number of 
her iegband can be written on the egg, 
and in this way a clear record of all 
eggs used for hatching purposes can 
be kept. It is better to write the mm> 
ber on the small end of the egg, as 
that is the part of the shell least 
frequently broken during hatching."

Iceland Also Experiences 


Increase in Cost of Food 


Even far-away Iceland has felt the 


pinch of war. 
An increase in the 


average price of necessaries at Reyk- 
javik, the principal city, last July 
amounted to 211 per cent, when con- 
trasted with their cost in July, 1914, 
as shown by data appearing in the 
journal of the Icelandic statistical de- 
partment. 
If coal and petroleum, 


which show increases over prices in 
July, 1914, of 1,051 and 217 per cent, 
respectively, be omitted, and the com- 
parison be limited to articles of food 
alone, it is stated that the average 
increase was 190 per cent, as com- 
pared with July, 1914. 
The extent 


to which certain of the principal 
groups ol food rose in price may be 
seen from the following ohlcial com- 
pilation: 
Bread, 261; flour, oatmeal, 


beans, etc., 284; sugar, 136; coffee, 
tea, cocoa, chocolate, 109; butter, fat, 
milk, cteese, eggs, 235; beef, mutton, 
bacon and pork, 138.

Declaring that government mail trucks 


must observe the roles of the road the

most without number have been made 
about the reckless operation of such trucks, 
Justice Alban M. Wood at Frederick se-

Washington.—Shipment of Amoriran- 


buiit steam locomotives, each weighing 
T.'t tons, and assembled all except tho 
smokestack and the tender, PO that 
they could move away under their 
own steam within a few hours after 
their arrival in France, was among the 
accomplishments of the United States 
army transport force under stress of 
war, 
niK 
1 has since been continued. 


More than 400 of these locomotives 


were so shipped from New York In 
a few months, it was learned here 
with tho lifting of the war censorship 
regulations, and these were In addi- 
tion to 1,200 which were shipped In 
sections, nine to a locomotive, packed 
in cases. The ships used to transport 
tho locomotives complete were of a 
special type with three holds, each 
hold measuring 00 by 102 feet, entered 
by hatches 30 feet wide and -12 feet 
long. 


Into each of the three holds were 


placed 12 locomotives—36 to a ship. 
A bed or flooring on which they rest- 
ed for the voyage required more than 
3.000 tons of steel rails. 
The lo-

braced with heavy wooden beams and 
the space between the boilers to the 
level of the top of the steam dome 
packed solid with highly compressed 
baled hay. 


Compressed Hay Under Flooring.

The 316th Infantry in which there are 


more Adams county boys than iu any 
other command, lost more men through 
major casualties than any other regiment 
in ihe entire National Army. This is 
shown in figured made public on Saturday 
afternoon by General March, chief of staff. 
These figures also show that the 79th Di- 
vision, which trained atCauap Meade and 
of which the 316th is a part, lost 2389 
men—only a few hundred less than the 
famous Rainbow 'Division which went 
across early in the war and which saw 
fighting early in the summer whereas the 
Seventy Ninth did not get into action un- 
til September. For 'the time that this 
Liberty Division, now known as tbe 
"Lightning Division," was in action it is 
possible that its major casualties were 
heavier than any other divisions in the 
National Army, National Guard, or Regu- 
lar Army. 
By major casualties is meant 


killed in action, died of wounds, missing, 
and prisoners.
